Rain be- 
gan to fall at 2 o'clock when the Sim- 
plex car was in 'the lead, being one 
mile behind the record. 


The cars, with the Buick pair in the 


lead, ran without serious mishap until 
midnight, thus disappointing the augu- 
ries of those who criticised the start- 
ing of the contest on Friday the 13th. 


The Crash Comas.

The Marlon car. driven by Hubert

astray. We eat, primarily, for the use 
that eating serves:'that is, for nutri- 
tion. All eating that ignores the use 
of eating and that is done for the mere 
gratification of'palate or appttite, vio- 
lates' the divine order of things and 
carries a penalty. This does not mean 
that we are not'to enjoy eating, for 
enjoyment is one of the essentials to 
perfect nutrition. But it means that 
we must to eat aright, enjoy the sim- 
ple food which nutrition requires 
What Foods Constitute a Natural and 


Proper Diet? 


How shall we determine what foods 


are the natural and 
proper 
diet of 


mankind? ts it possible that a knowl- 
edge of chemistry and physiology is 
necessary before we can be fully and 
healthfully nourished? The physiolo- 
gists are still disputing as to what diet 
Is best, in spite of all the light that 
science has shed in this twentieth cen- 
tury. What did our great grandfathers 
know of protelds and carbo-hydrates 
and organic salts? What did the old 
Greeks and Romans know? And yet, 
who shall say that we today are bet- 
ter nourished, stronger and healthier 
than were they? 


If we try to answer these questions, 


'we shall see that It is positively ridicu- 
lous on the face ot It that knowledge 
of any of the "ologles" is really essen- 
tial to right eating. Wrong eating, we 
know, is one of the worst of physi- 
ological sins, and one that causes the 
greatest amount of disease and deatn. 
Hnd humanity all along down the line 


atcn as badly as civilized man has 
Innc for thq last century. It does not 
-oem likely that anybody would bo left 
oclay to argue the question. In our 
scientific age. the world 
appears to 


grow more and more muddle-hearted 
iholit what to ent and when and how. 


You ask: Shall we. then, spend no 


time'on food chemistry and the pro- 
cesses or nutrition? No; we will not 
go so far as 
that 
This 
scientific 


knowledge Is of service In determining 
the value of various kinds of manufac- 
tured foodstuffs. 
These foodstuffs, by 


reason of their artificially altered con- 
stitution, have ceased to come under 
the head of "natural foods." -We may 
wish to use these articles unless w< 
shall find them 
decidedly 
harmful 


hence food nnalysis nnd the fulles 
possible knowledge qfaiihyslology ar 
needed to determine their value. The 
how.can we ent ns we should or how 
shall we know what to cat? 


Cause of Perversion. 


In order t^i understand bow to re 


store our natural taste and foucd-ln 
stinct It is necessary to ,Investigate| 
the cnuses ot its perversion. Let us 
take two extremes. Here Is a drunkard 
who loves whisky. Once that drunk- 
ard was'an Infant with no appetite for 
nthcr ,food than his 
mother's 
milk. 


What has caused this strange perver- 
sion? Too much sugar nnd salt. Now, 
in order to justify my assertion that 
these two substances 
ar<j 
unnatural 


•mcj harmful, 1 must do two things: 
First, I must go hack to first principles 
•mcl ask what was the natural food or 
man In primitive times: and second. I 
must show what these two substances 
do to the normal child. 


Food of Primitive Man. 


\way back in the beginning, before 


man learned bow to make a fire—and 
it. Is likely that this was 
for many 


generations after man was placed on 
the earth—what must have been his 
food? Like'the birds and the beasts 
he found growing about him the plants 
which yielded him sustenance.- Like 
them, he bad his own food. While the 
cattle, grazed and the birds picked up 
insects and seeds, man ate the fruits 
ot the trees and vines, certain seeds 
"in the milk"; nuts (which are seeds 
and which are a.lso tree fruits), and 
succulent roots and leaves. .We can 
only conclude this to be his diet by 
using our reason. For no record has 
come down to us except that of Gene- 
sis, and many prefer to regard that ar 
a parable rather than as history. Bu 
after nil. does it not say, "Behold 
have given you 
every 
herb-beat-im 


seed which is upon the face of all tlv 
earth, and every tree, in which is th 
fruit of a tree yielding seed; to yo' 
it shall be for 
meat." 
Fruits 
an 


seeds! 
And this is in accord 
wit 


what we know would be the God-give 
instinct of primitive man. 
He woul 


eat such things as would he palatab' 
uncooked. And can we doubt that thi 
kind of food would 
keep a man 
i 


health, even ns the birds and the beast 
remained1 in health upon their food? 


Salt. 


There arc salts 
In these natur 


foods', but. in organic, form, able to a 
in nourishing men and animals. 
In 


organic salts, mined from the eart 
have been proven unnssimilable by at 
imals, bcnce, table salt is waste, efte 
matter, to be expelled from the system ; 
it enters. More than that,'it acts upon ! 
the (issues, drawing thorn nnd drying; 
them up. 
Try it on a piece of fresh ' 


ment, and sec how salt extracts the 
.iulcen. Plants only are a,ble to build 
complex substances from simple Inor- 
ganic ones. Salt instead of building, 
dissolves certain of the digestive sub- 
stances into which food is converted in 
the laboratory of the body, and thereby 
defeats the end for which the food is 
taken. 
Given to an infant or to nny 


person unused to it, and little by little 
it deadens the sense o,f tnstc, creates 
thirst, produces appetite (a thins al- 
ways to be avoided), causing one to eat 
beyond the normal domnnds of hun- 
ger; nnd this last lays the train for 
innumcra.hlp disasters which follow. In- 
cluding food-poisoning, for its own de- 
struction. 


Sugar. 


Sugar nlso is found in foods, placed 


there by the creator 
in proportions 


suited to the needs of the being for 
whom they were meant. The sugar of 
the factory Is not a food, but a proxi- 
mate food principle divorced from Its 


normal constituentss in the natural 
food. 
Added to food, it destroys the 


normal taste, sb that the desire for 
natural foods departs, and this In the 
degree to which the food Is artificially 
sweetened. A child who is not accus- 
tomed to sugar In his food, enjoys the 
food as it Is; but begin to add sugar, 
and the food without it seems to him 
tasteless. His taste has been impaired 
by the unnatural substances. Candy- 
eatingichildren never have the healthy 
hunger for natural food that children 
do who do not have candy. Candy is 
the child's tipple/ and it has something 
like the demoralizing effect upon the 
child, morally and 
physically, 
that 


liq'nor has upon the man, if indulged 
In to any great extent. 


Vinegar, Spices, Tea, Cofflpe, Etc. 
After saltjind sugar, come" vinegar, 


spices, tea ancf-coffee and other drugs. 
Modern scientists have proven beyond 
a doubt that all intoxicating liquors, 
all highly seasoned foods, tea, coffee, 
spices, vinegar, and some go so far as 
to add sugar and salt, serve to prevent 
and even destroy the natural 
food 


tastes and Instincts, and should there- 
fore be eliminated from our food diets 
That many stomachs have become dis- 
eased, yes actually destroyed, through j 
indulging too freely in this kind' of 
food, none can deny, from these high- 
ly seasoned foods the pure taste of a 
baby iVbuld turn in disgust. 
Is 
it 


setrange, that the food Instinct, In 
many Instances, is gone and the human 
being a vessel at sea without a com- 
pass? "What shall I eat?" is the con- 
stant cry of those who are seekers 
after health. I say to them, "cut down 
on seasoning and 
unnatural 
foods, 


chew the food until thoroughly masti- 
cated, 
and 
you 
will 
soon 
know 


what to eat a great deal better than 
anybody else can tel! you. The needs 
of the system w*ll maTte themselves 
felt in cravings for precisely the right 
hlng. Eat all foods In their natural 
state which are palatable In that forn. 


Mingling two kinds of vegetables or 
two kinds of fruft sometimes makes an 
agreeable combination.

Ideal Diet Not Practicable, at Publio 


Table*. 


I have stated what I am convinced 


Is the Ideal diet. Now I will a_dd that 
it is impracticable to those wjio most 
eat at a public table. Everywhere 
foods are drugged with salt, scorched ( 
with pepper, every possible rule of by-t 
giene violated In their preparation. - 
But knowing what we ought to eat, we^ 
may approximate it as closely as dte-: 
cumstances permit, and thoae fortu-| 
nate mortals living at their own taw 
have full opportunity to live Ideally.. 
It may be done without added expense, 
and In fact the lessened amount on 
food consumed, together with "•in- 
creased health and strength receivea 
from It make it a decided measure of 
economy. Here and there at* peopla 
who are making the delightful experi- 
ment and soon there will be many. 


Animal Food* Reduced. 


A reduced 
consumption of animal 


foods will always result from an effort 
In the (direction of food reforms.

flesh of the healthiest animals Is com- 
posed of a share of animal waste 
wWch It l« not pleasant to think or.

The'attorneys for the prisoner, J. W. 


Kllgore and J. H. Secrest. both of 
Lima, are preparing to make a V!K- 
orous defense for him, probably along 
the self-defense lines. Vittorioso is an 
Italian, unable to talk English, as is 
also the case with the three Italians 
arrested with him and held in jail as 
.witnesses.

1863. 
In the following year Coburn was to 


have fought -with "Jem" Mace, then holder of 
the world's title for the second time, in Ireland. 
The unsportsmanlike conduct of Coburn, or his 
backers, broke up the match, and left Mace with , 
the 
honors. -Mace's position was further . 


strengthened when "Joe" "Wonnald forfeited a 
belt to him, which he had won from Andrew 
Marsden, and when he beat "Joe" Goss in 1866. 
Mace retired. 


The scene of the big flght* then shifted defi- 


nitely to America, where for several years inde- 
cisive battle* and counter claims confused the 
issue of the championship. Several so-called 
championship fights were mere wrangles; others 
were little more than conflicts between rowdy 
partisans armed with knives and pistols. 
liir examples of the two varieties were "'.'Ned"

folk's introduction of Stnnton to the 
then prince of "Wales. 


Just as a Man. 


"Never a better man drew breath 


than Kins ISflwarfl," said Stanton lost 
night. "I don't mean «s a king, mind 
you! but Just as a man, for he was 
every inch of him a man." continued 
the former official motor adviser. "He 
wast ono of the most, considerate 
of 


men, especially to servants or the com- 
mon people. He nlways had a good 
word and a pleasant nod for every- 
body. 


"He wasn't this way to everybody, 


though. While he was the very per- 
sonification of kindness to the poor 
and those who were nhout him, 
no- 


was different to his .equals-or near- 
equals. 
He would mnkft them 
walk 


the chalk line, at all times. There was 
never any famtlinrlty. He was 
con- 


siderate to everybody else, 
and 
he 


was especially partial to Americans 
I think Marshall P. Wilder 
had as 


much to do to bring .about this feeling 
as anybody else, Edward -was prince of 


Wales when he met Wilder, and 
he 


took to the little humorist immensely. 


King'* First Bike Lesson. 


"King Edward took his first bicycle 


rldlner lesson In 189G along the banks 
of tho 
Mediterranean near Antibes, 


half way between Nice and Cannes, In 
tho south of Franco. We took a tan- 
dem and two single wheels, and the 
king-to-be took his first ride tandem. 
This wheel was liked up with a dou- 
ble-steering apparatus and the 
ride 


was without special 
Incident. Prior 


to the rido, I put in a couple of hours 
with the prince, guiding him about on 
a single-seater. 


"It was some time before Edward 


learned that In his position In front 
on the tandem machine he was not 
doing much toward the manipulation 
of the machine. One day 
we 
were 


riding Into Cannes when a new band- 
master was In charge of the musicians 
at a public bandstand. Catching sight 
of the prince of Wales, he ordered the 
musicians to start up a sort of a semi- 
national anthem like, 'God Save the 
Prince of Wales.' 


" 'Tommyrot.' the prince 
ejaculated 


as soon as he heard the strains of 
what to him had become a musical 
nightmare by reason of its frequent 
repetition. 
He also found himself in 


the predicament of responding with 
bows and lifted hat while he believed 
he had immediate use for both hands 
on the bike. I advised him that it 
would be safe to let go 
with 
both 


hands, and he promptly paid his re- 
spects to 
the 
cheering 
multitudes. 


When we had finished our ride, Ed- 
ward said to me: 
" "I don't quite understand now we 


kept eoing so straight after I had let 
go.' 
Never Again. 


"I- explained by showing htm how 


the rear handles controlled the steer- 
ing gear. He studied a'moment, and 
then remarked: Tm not doing quite 
all the steering, then?' 


"TSTo, sir,' I replied. 
"We will 
never 
ride 
that wheel 


again, was the only comment he made, 
but It was final, and we never did use 
that wheel again. 
After that it was 


a single wheei for the prince." 


The auto fovsr 
did not catch Ed- 


ward as quickly as it did some of his 
subjects, but about 1897 he directed 
Stanton to secure him an auto and 
ma.ke Win familiar with Its operation. 
Tho first car secured wa-s a. six-horse 
power Daimler, an 
English product. 


Invented by a Oerman.

chine, and after he had become us

PASTURING THE SPRING LAMBS. 


In these days of high priced meat 


the farmer with a limited number of 
lambs should strive .to put every 
pound possible upon them by the most 
approved feeding, and by excellent 
pasturage. 


As soon u the lambs are weaned 


end taken from the ewes a great deal 
of care should be used In providing; 
them with 5ust the grazing which will 
make them grow fast and put flesh 
upon their bones _rapidly._••• The pas- 
ture should be judiciously selected. 
It should be young pasture, prefer- 
ably-rape or clover. The grain ration 
should be a little more than they had 
before they were weaned; say about 
a pound of oats daily. 


No corn should be fed to the laihbs. 


To complete the allowance they should 
be well fed on turnips, cabbage, car- 
rots, mangel wurzels and other suc- 
culent root feed. 


The allowance of oats may seem 


small to some feeders but the exper- 
ience of sheep men has shown that 
excessive feeding of grain seriously re- 
duces the capacity of the Iamb's stom- 
ach for all time. 


I am a great believer in root crops 


for lambs'a*nd sheep, as well as for all 
other farm stock, and do not think any 
farmer will hare the best success with 
his lambs unless he grows a good sup- 
ply of these crops. 


In the summer care of lambs a 


great deal of thought should also be 
given to providing, them .with good 
shelter from storm, excessive rains 
and other bad weather. 


There should be some roomy, pro- 


tected .place at the barn large enough 
to accommodate 
all your lambs, 


where they may take refuge during 
severe weather—some place walled In 
against blowing rains, and yet not Joo 
dark. 


It should be 'clean and kept thickly 


floored with nice dry straw or hay, so 
the lambs will be comfortable and at 
-ease, no matter how bad the weather. 
It should not be near the stalls of 


the; horses and mules, and there 
should 
be no loud, harsh 'noises 


around the barn while the lambs are 
bedded down in the straw.

addition of a few drops of potassium 
ferrocyanlde solution. If there is an 
excess of copper sulfate present a 
consplclous brown precipitate will be 
formed. The absence'-of this indicates 
that the amount of lime already ad- 
ded has been sufficient to combine 
with a)l of the copper sulfate. The 
remainder of the- lime solution should 
now be added as a further safeguard. 
The above directions may, of course. 
be variously modified to suit condi- 
tions, but the copper sulfate should 
always be made very dilute before 
the addition of the lime.

100 pounds 
sulfur, water enough to make SO gal- 
ons of solution at Bnlsh.

SPRAYING THE. POTATO TOOJD. 


As a general rule better results wffl 


be obtained It the spraying Is begun 
when the potato plants are from eight 
to ten Inches high and the treatment 
repeated at Intervals of from ten to . 
fourteen days In order to keep the 
plants w*ll covered with the bordeaux 
throughoufth* season. , •;. 


When the blight Is in evidence it 


may be necessary /to spray often er. 
Usually from four to Blx applications 
will produce this best result*. 


The bordeaux should contain six 


pounds of copper sulphate to each 50 
gallons. When bug* are plentiful add 
two pounds of Paris, green or two 
quarts of arsehate of soda stock solu- 
tion to th*.quantity ot the bordeaux 
riilxtura required to spray an acre. 


The application should be thorough, 


especially at times when, the bugs ara 
numerous or when the weather is fa- 
vorable to blight 
As a general rule 


frequent light applications will pro- 
duce better results than heavier ap- 
plications at long Intervals. 


Those who depend upon three ap- 


plications will obtain better results 
during moat seasons it they delay the 
Iret spraying until there is danger of 
the vines being injured by bugs or 
flea 'beetles and then make a thor- " 
ough'application of the bordeaux and 
the poison. 


The following spraying sh-aia alio 


be thorough and-applled at such times • 
as to,keep the.foliage protected dur- 
ing the whole of the growing season.
